A portion of the tobacco and hemp put down 
es the product of the slave States were grown 
in the free States—perhaps enough to balance 
the articles of Southern products enumerated 
in the Northern list. The slave States, it will 
be seen, depend almost exclusively upon one 
product—cotton—and have no manufacturing 


free States have many natural products, and 
immense maiufacturing power. The free 
States export annually more than one hundred 
millions’ of dollars worth of manufactured arti- 
cles of all kinds to the South, besides supplying 
themselves. The slave States purchase North- 
ern manufactures solely because they can read- 
ily get just what they need, and at chesper 
prices than anywhere else. If the slave States 
were compelled to buy all the articles they con - 
sume from Europe, they would never bring 
home a ollar from the sale of their cotton and 
tobacco, but would be continually in debt to 
foreign countries. They save tens of millions a 
year by purchasing from the artizans of the 
free States. No political contingeney- uo dis 
union can seriously interfere with this law of 
reciprocal supply and demand. Whether the 


parts, the Northern and Southern sections of 
the country will always boy from and sell to 
each other. The North wants the raw products 
of the South, and the South, the manufactured 
articles of the North, not excepting superfine 
flour, sugar eured hams and Boston ice. 

But in comparing the exports of the respec- 
tive sections of the country during the past 
year, it must be born in mind that the exports 
of Northern cereals have been uuusually light 
—much below the average of former years—and 
‘the prices realized were al o low; while on the 
other hand the cotton crop of the South was re 
markably heavy and was sold at high prices. 
The reversal of these conditions would have 
caused the exports of the South to kick the beam. 

It may not be amiss to mention that Nortb- 
ern mercbants furnished the ships that export- 
ed the products of the South to foreign markets, 
and negotiated the sale of those products. Ex- 
cluding Baltimore—which is a free-labor city, 
aud belongs to the north in feeling and interest 
the Slave State cities hardly own an ocean ship. 
Raising cotton and breeding staves constitute 
almost the whole iadustry of the South. How 
absurd to talk about the superior self support. 
ing ability of the Slave over the Free States! 
In the North, the eighteen millions of free peo- 
ple are self-supporting, earning their bread by 
the sweat of theirown brows.

Several committees wete appointed, when the 


subject of Pear Culture was then taken up. 


Much was sad pro and con, the whole of which 
can be summed up as follows: 

Ist. A heavy clay or ey soil, deeply 
trenebed or underdrained. Dwarf Pears should 
be set two inches below the junction of the Quince 


root and Pear—must be closely sheltered from 
high wiods and storms. 


2d. The Pear needs no other manure than a 
well cultivated soil. A free use ot the shovel 
plow, the cultivator and the hoe, is better than 
all the quack nostrums and special manures 


ever invented for the Pear. Our clay sotls are 


well adapted to this fruit. If we will turn from 
the lead of eastern pear quacks, and treat it ina 
rational way, we shall have 1 of this fruit. 
Dry feet, deep and thorough culture without 
manure, are the requisites. Dwarf for gardens, 
and Staudards for orchards, were recommended. 

The Flemish Beauty was considered the beet 
standard Pear. Bartlett's Medallion, Stevens’ 
Prussia, aud others were well spoken of for 
dwarts. The blight is a disease that appears at 
long intervills, like the cholera, against which 
no remedy bas yet been found.

As to myself, I have not the slightest interest 
in slavery. I never owned a slave, and do not 
pect Lhave resided and labored in both 
the slave-holding and the free States. I have 
seen slavery as it is, and have been intimately 
acquainted with many slave holders. I have 
made the subject one of careful study more 
than thirty years, and have watched the work- 
ings of the different modes of dealing with it. 
It may be supposed, therefore, that my opinions 
formed. If I knowmyself at all, 
ire is to see every buman bein 
as free as I am; anil to effect such an object, 
would exert myself as earnestly, on any feasible 
plan, as any |.ving man. 

The discusion of -siavery 
phenomenon which, I believe, has not à parallel 
in the history of moral and religious investiga- 
tions. The Church of God has had to deal 
it nearly four thousand years, and through the 
whole of that period wise and good 
been, with comparatively few exceptions, very 
nearly agreed. And yet, during the last thirty 
or forty ye ra, the constant, earnest discussion 
of it has resulted in no approximation to agree- 
ment, but in greater divergence. This is true, 
not only as between men in the free and slave- 
holding States, but as between men in the free 
States, and even in other Gountries. 
ions in churches, where formerly peace and uni- 
ty existed, are the sad proof. 

This state of things 1s the more remarkable, 
when we remember that the differences are not 
sight, but as between the darkness of midnight 
and the clear light of noonday. 
Rev. Jas. Duncan, in a book republished, in 1840, 
by the Ciociwwnati Anti-Slavery Society, uses 
such language as this: The crime of slave- 
héldiog may, by a very short process of reason 
ing, be shown to be much more aggravated than 
a common act of murder — a degree of theft 
as much more aggravated than horse-stealing 
as aman is bet er than a horse.” And a Con- 
gregatioual Association in the Northwest re- 
centiy resolved, that “the practice of slavehold. 
s justly regarded as the sum of all villain- 
ies, and, therefore, they refuse to hold 


On the other hand, the Genera! Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church, resolved, that slave- 
holding is not, in its, a bar to Christian fel- 
lowship ; and this ground has been occupied by 
such men as Rev. Dr. A. Alexander, and Dr.

How shall we account for these wide differ- 
ences between men professing to draw their 
moral principles from the same unerring rule! 
Doubtless misconceptions as to what slavery is, 
aud the complicated nature of the subject, have 
had much to do in causiog it. However they may 
be accounted for,the fact that men repu 
is sufficient to show the dan.

If ever there was a subject which 
ed careful, thorough, im 
e fice different opinions 
are entertained respecting slavery. 1. That 
slavebolding is, like blaspbemy, sin per se— 
always and in all circumstances sinful. 2. That 
although there may be cases in which the legal 
relation is justifiable, yet since slaveholders are 
sinuers, the fact that a 
man is a slaveholder, is prima facie evidence of 
sin; and it is for him to prove his innocence 
This opinion reverses the legal principle, that a 
man is presumed to be innocent till proved 
That slavery is a great evil, origina- 
in sin, but that circumstances may exist 
which justify slaveholding, for the time being.

he golden rule—“ Whatsoever ye would that 
men should do to you, do ye even the same to 
them“ —applies as fully to the Africans, as to 
any other people. The curse pronounced upon 
Ham d es not justify us in enslaving his de- 
scendants. I would not buy or hold a man as a 
slave, unless the circumstances were such that 
1 would justify him in buying and holding me 
if our relative positions were changed. I wou 
no sooner maltreat a slave or wound his feel- 
ings, than | would do the same thing to his 


master. 

8. I do not hold, therefore, that ala isa 
Divine Iustitution, us is m o, or the paren- 
tal relation, or as is civil government; nor do I 
hold that the Bible sanctions slavery. To make 
the broad statement—that it sanctions slavery — 
would be to say, that it authorizes the strong to 
enslave the weak, whenever they are so dis- 

ed; and it might be consirved to jus- 
tify the abominable slave-trade. | 

4. I distinetly deny the right of any man 
to traflic iu human beiogs for gain, meter that 
tralfic be the foreigu or the domes slave 
trade. Men who engage in this inhuman busi- 
ness are monsters. 

5. I dewy the right of any man to separate 


husbands and wives, parents and ch u, for 


his convenience, or for gain. The mariage of 
slaves, whether recognized by the civil law or 
not, is as valid in God's law as that of their mas- 
ters; and“ what God hath joined together let 
not mau put asunder,” | 

6. I deny the right of any man to withhold 
from his slaves a fair compensation for their 
labor, Every master, remembering that his 
Master is in Heaven, with whom there is no re- 
spect of persons,“ ia bound to give them that 
which is“ just and equal“ — taking into account, 
of course, his obligation to provide for them for 
life. What the services of any slave are worth 
depends, as in the case of other men, on cir- 


7. 4 hola it to be the duty of masters not only 
to give their slaves atl needed food, ciothing 
and shelter, and to treat them kindly, but to 
afford them the opportunity to receive religious 
inst'uction, and to read the word of Siod. 
Christ said—“ Search the Scriptares;” and no 
legislature bas the right to forbid any man to do 


this. 

8. I hold it to be the duty of those concerned 
with Slavery to elevate their slaves and prepare 
them for freedom, whenever divine Providence 
shall open the way for them to enjoy it, 

Iu view of these truths, I hold that Slavery 
especially in our country—originated in violence 
and wickedness ; ‘hat it is always an evil to both 
parties; that the tendeney of the Gospel is 

radually to abolish it. I need scarcely say, 
therefore, that I cannot defend the Slave Code 
as it exists in the Southern States. Many of the 
laxs ought to be repealed or amended. 

I must say, before proceeding with the argu- 
ment, that I make a disiiact on betweeiff he re- 
spovsibiiity of those who introduced Slavery, 
and of those who bave énAerited tt. On this 
powt I have something to say hereafter, Loniy 
remark now—tbat one generation may introduce 
evils into a country which it may require sev-

if so, we certainly need an infallible in- 
terpreter. It is a fact that slavery existed 
in New England for many years, and was 
never, to any extent, made a matter of discipline 
in the Churches at all, till abolished by the civil 
law. This fact I stated on the floor of the Con- 
sociation of R. Island, and it was not disputed. 
It is, moreover, a iact, stated by President 
Allen, and not denied, that Presideut Edwards, 
of whom the Congregationaliats of New Eng- 
land have been justly proud, lived and died a 
slave holder, and after his death, his slave Titus 
was appraised at thirty pounds, Many other 
men, asthe same authority stater, were 
slave-holders in New England. Beyond adoubt, 
they believed themselves justified by the cir- 
cumstances surrounding them, Morepver, the 
harmonious correspondence between the Con- 
gregational bodies and our Generai Assembly, 
interrupted only within a few years past, proves 
that they do not believe the Abolitiavist doc:

Bat the most amazing of all the sta ements 
we hare seen, in the attempt to evade the force 
ofa clear argument, is that of Dr. Thompson, in 
relation o The Domestic Code of Rome.” He | 
tells us the father had unlimited power over bis 
children and the busband unlimited power over 


the wife. Yet the New Testament is entirely 
silent with respect to this bloody code of dowes- 
tic law. Nowhere zu that book can you find a 


command, “ Husbands, do pot whip or kill your 


wires; 


them to death.” But we do find such a com- 


mand as this: “iiusbands, love your wives, 
even as Christ loved the Church. So ought 


meu to love their Wives, as their own bodies. 
He that loveth his wife, loveth himself. For no 
mau ever yet lated bis own flesh, but nourish-

If not, then the 


New Testament does, in the strongest manner, 


forbid such cruelty. Strange, that in the vaio 


effort to sustain Abolitionism, a minister of 
Christ would assert that the New Testament is 
silent respecting the cruel domestic code of 


Rome. 

Bat it is admitted the Apostles did reeeive 
slaveholders into the church, as faithful Chris. 
lians; did they receive men guilty of abusin 


or murdering their wives aud children? If 


they had done so, the case would have been a 
parallel one. 
But it is said, though slaveholders were not 


commanded to manumit their slaves, the prin- 


ciples iuculcated by the Aposties are subrersien 
of slavery, and prove slaveholding sinful.

But sup- 
pose the Apostles received thieves, liars,

what would wesay? But why not, if slave-hold 
ing is oma par with such sins? It slavehold- 
ing was a sin, in the circumstances, it is certain 
the Saviour and his Apostles treated it with a 
leniency which * to no other class of 
sins, avd which they could not consistently 
show to any sin. 

I have deemed it unnecessary to go fully into 
the argument to prove the facts that the law 
of Moses permitted the Jews to purchase and 
hold slaves, and that slaveholders were re- 
ceived into the apostolic churches; because, as 
Thave shown, leading Abolitionists admit them; 
and none can deny, that all commentators and 
— of the Bible, of any note, assert 
them, 
I do not desire to draw any conclusions. from 
this argument which ate not fully warranted. 
I do not profess to have proved that slavehold 
ing, ite rists in this couatry, is right or justifi- 
able; much less, that the slave of the 
South are right; but I thiok I have clearly 

oved, both from the principles of the moral 


w, and from the teaching aud the example of 


Moses, of Christ and the Apostles, that the rela. 
tion of master and slave as not necemarilyor al- 
ways sinful; that good men have be, 1 slave- 
holders; that circumstances have existid which

Since, then, the righifulness or siafulness of 


slaveholding depends on circumstances, we can-
